Sweeping Recommenda- 
tions by Secretary Meyer. 


New Orleans, Pensacola and 
Port Royal Stations to Be 
Disposed Of if the Sugges- 
tions of Secretary. Meyer Are 
Carried Out.

Washington, December 4,—-The -re- 
sulis of a careful, persona] investiga- 
tion by Secretary George von L. Meyer 
pt many of the navy yards and naval 
Stations are apparent in certain 
sweeping recommendations for the 


abolition of some of these and the. 


development of others, as set out in 
the secretary's annual report just made 
public. 

Secretary Meyer recommends giving 
up and disposing of the naval stations 
at New Orleans, Pensacola, San Juan, 
Port Royal, New London, Sacketts 
Harbor, Culebra and Cavite. He finds 
that the average yearly cost of main- 
taining these stations for the past five 
years has been $1,672,675, while very 
little useful work has been performed 
therein. 

The secretary discusses the strong 
points and shortcomings of the various 
vards at length, and incidentally he 
points out that the United States has 
twice as many navy -vyvards as Great 
Britain with a navy at least double 
the size of ours. Touching the New 
Orleans yard, it is said that its posi- 
tion, 100 miles up the Mississippi 
river, is such that in time of war no 
large vessels should be sent there, on 
account of the danger of the passes 
being blocked. 

Pensacola Yard Condemned. 

The Pensacola navy yard is con- 
demned as impossible of fortification, 
and as a strategically unnecessary, The 
secretary thinks that the gulf and 
south Atlantic coasts can best be de- 
fended by an effective naval station 
at Guantanamo, Cuba, where the emer- 
gency docking and repair facilities 
should be provided at an expense of 
about $300,000 or $400,000. This would 
involve the transfer to Guantanamo 
of the New Orleans floating dock and 
machine tools from the Algiers yard 
and from Pensacola. Key West alone 
of the gulf naval stations should be 
maintained; not as a first-class sta- 
tion, but for the supply and quick re- 
pair of small gunboats and torpedo 
craft operating in the Caribbean sea. 
The secretary predicts that in time of 
war the cities of the gulf coast will 
be, from their natural security, the 
chief sources of supplies and material 
and the probable points from which 
our troops will embark either for the

GIRLS MUST HAVE 
~ NIGHT SCHOOL, 700 


Atlanta Typographical 
Union Starts Campaign. 


The opening gun in a campaign for 
the establishment of a night school 
for the working girl of the city wno 
is unable to attend a day school, was 
fired yesterday afternoon at the regu- 
lar meeting of the Atlanta Typographi- 
cal Union by the appointment of a 
committee~ to memorialize the city 
coutreil in regar@g to the school, 

“This unfair discrimination against 
the working girls must end,” deciareda 
the meeting. “It is unjust that the 


boys should have a school that is sup- 
ported by the public school system ot 
the city, while the girls must depend 
upon the support of a few liberal- 
hearted individuals to support their 
night school. The girls’ night school 
should be supported by the public 
school system as well as the boys. - 
Girls Are Ambitious, 

“At present there are lifty girls at- 
tending the night school, All of them 
are ambitious. They ace fully as 
bright as the boys. They need and de- 
sire the education just as much as do 
the boys. The city owes as Much to 
the girls as they do to the boys, and 
it is earnestly requested that the giris’ 
night school be delivered of the in- 
justice of having to be maintained by 
charity.” 

One of the speakers of the afternoon 
was Dr. H. A. AtKinson, chaplain otf 
the union, who has spent much time 
and effort in aiding the present: girls’ 
night school. 
strong address urging that every ef- 
fort be made to draw the attention of 
Atianta to the crying need of the un- 
fortunate working girl who is unabie 
to attend school during the day. 

Jerome Jones, editor of The Journal 
of Labor, followed Dr. Atkinson. In 
his talk he gave an instance of the 
struggle the working girls of the city 
are making, and how they are handi- 
capped by crude facilities for 
grammar school education. The in- 
stance was that of a young girl, who, 
by saving and denying fOr many 
months, managed to learn stenography 
and typewriting. The girl secured a 
place, .being perfectly competent to 
take notes in stenography and being 
also a fast operator on the typewriter. 
Owing to her lack of grammar schoo! 
education, however, she could neither 
spell nor punctuate, thus causing her 
to be unable to hold a position secured 
through privation and poverty. A 
night school. efficiently organized by 
the city, would do away with much oft 
this, declared Mr. Jones.

Years 
ago the pyramids Were erected _ in 
Egypt, as eternal hopes to dearly be- 
loved ones; on the'plains of America 
the Indians laid beside the dead the 
implements of warfage, often-~ even 
burying a horse, that the deceased 
might be provided for his travels in 
the next world. In the old days of 
Greece, no man passed a body on the 
roadside without throwing three 
handfuls of dirt on the dead to aid 
them on to the next world. In far- 
off India the wife would lay herself 
on the funeral pyre, willing to go to 
heaven or hel] that her husband might 
not make the trip unaccompanied. In 
some form or other all ages have 
sought a refuge, a rest, for those they 
loved. ~ 

“Life and death are the two grea 
mysteries, the .one not more remark- 
able nor mysterious thanethe other. 
Neither is a result of sin. The uncer- 
tainties that face the cradle are those 
that surround the grave. 

“This hour we dedicate to ourselves. 
Lessons of death should have their 
place. Since we know that death must 
come, is it not better for us to seek 
to make this iife a better one, than to 
bother about the better life to come? 
An all-wise and loving father will not 
deal treacherously with his children. 

No Monuments Needed. 

“Shall we honor our dead by monu- 
ments? The righteous need none. 
Their own good deeds are the greatest 
monument they could have. The 
wicked need none. Their misfortunes 
are best wiped out in the sympathy 
of their friends. 

“Death should bring affection, death 
should teach a lesson. The little child, 
born into the world to be taken by 
death, has died,in vain, if in dying it 
fails to bring to the hearts of the par- 
ents a love and a deep affection for 
other children, unfortunate ones m 
need of help. , 

“We honor our dead best, not by 
prayer, but in deeds. The noblest mon- 
ument a parent can leave the child is 
a heritage of a good name, and the 
greatest service a child can do the 
parent is to keep that name honored 
and respected by the world. 

“Let us pay tribute to the living 
while they are living, and give them 
their meed of praise for the things 
they.do worth while, nof wait until 
they are dead and then offer consola- 
tion. 

“Too often death finds us wanting 
in those elements of kindness and care 
on the part of our fellow-men, a kind. 
ness that would perhaps have pro- 
longed life. 

“They tell a story of the funeral 
of Henry Ward Beecher. To the bier 
came hundreds of his admirers and to| 


respect and admiration the man de- 
served. Ah, if you had only said that 
to Mr. Beecher,’ said the widow, ‘per- 
haps he would be with us yet.’

MRS. MARY BAKER EDDY. 


NO MYSTERY SURROUND 
THE LIFE OF MOTHER EDDY 


Boston, December 4.—Miss_ Siby! 
Wilbur, the latest of Mrs. Eddy’s 
biographers whose “life’’ was approved 
by the leader and by the church au- 
thorities, says that “no mystery to- 
day surrounds Mrs. Eddy’s life story. 
Her birth, her ancestry for 200 years. 
her education, her social gevelopment, 
her individual service to the world, 
have been scrutinized with strong 
searchlights of both love .and crit- 
icism.” 

Other less friendly comments upon 


‘Mrs: Eddy’s -works and life’ have de- 


nounced her as an impostor. 

Her life began among the granite 
foothills of New Hampshire. . Her 
father, Mark Baker, was a respected 
farmer of Bow and a descendant of 
revolutionary and ecolonial heroes, 
while her mother was of Scotch an- 
cestry. She was the youngest of three 
daughters, and she had two brothers. 
She was of delicate health from her 
birth, and in her childhood is said to 
have perplexed her father by sage say- 
ings and grave doings. Her educa- 
tion, in little schools and later at the 
Pembroke Academy, was supplemented 
by what she gathered from discussion 
of religious matters at the family fire- 
side, when severa] well-known clergy- 
men called to talk over church mat- 
ters with her father. 

Mary Baker Marries George W. Glover, 

In the early forties George Wash- 
ington Glover, formerly of Concord,

became associated with Samuel Baker, 
“the third son, and as a result Mary 
Baker and he were married in 1843, 
about Christmas, in Tilton, N. H. 

The Glovers: went south, and there 
the June after her marriage she was 
first left a widow. 

Returning to New Hampshire, she 
gave birth to her son, George Wash- 
ington Glover, in September. 

Mary Baker Glover spent the next 
few years with her sister, Abigail, 
and other relatives in New Hampshire, 
and began literary work with several 
articles on her observations of slavery 
‘tin the south. She also taught school: 
About 1850 a@ wave of spiritualism 
swept over New England, which drew 
her attention to some extent. After 
nine years of widowhood, Mrs. BDddy 
was married to Dr. Daniel Patterson, 
a new Hampshire dentist. This mar- 
riage was not a happy one. However, 
the relationship was kept up for 
twenty years, when it was severed by 
divorce. 

A Notable Event of Mrs. Eddy’s Life. 


A notable event of Mrs. Eddy’s life 
was her meeting in 1862 with Phineas 
Quinby, a mesmeric healer, at the In- 
ternational Hote] in Portlang, Maine. 
Quinby, who was the son of a black- 
smith, was described at the time of 
his meeting with Mrs. Eddy as a 
shrewd little man, of argumentative 
disposition and dogged determination. 

From acquaintance with him Mrs. 
Eddy became imbued with metaphys- 
ical ideas and began a career in that 
direction which made her one of the

The president's annual message to 
congress and the first presidentia] ap- 
pointments will not be submitted un- 
til Tuesday.

NATURAL CAUSES GIVEN 
AS THE REASON OF DEATA 


ies Details of Mis. Eddy’s 


Passing Are Withheld, but 
Enough Is Known to Indicate 
That the Mother of Christian 
Science Has Passed Into the 
Great Unknown. 


Boston, December 4.—Mrs. Mary 
Baker Glover Eddy, founder and leader 
of Christian Science, died at 4:30 
o'clock this morning at her home in 
Chestnut Hill, 

“Natural causés,” explains the death, 
according to Dr. George L. West, a dis- 
trict medical examiner, who was sum- 
moned a few hours after Mrs. Hddy 
passed away. Later Dr. West added 
to his statement by saying that the 
more immediate catise was probably 
pneumonia. 

The news of Mrs. Eddy’s death was 
made known simultaneously Dy Judge 
Clifford P. Smith, first neader of the 
church, at the close of the morning 
service, and by Alfreq Farlow, of the 
Christian Science publication commit- 
tee, in a statement to the press. 

How Mrs. Eddy Paased. 

According to Mr. Farlow, Mrs, Eddy 
passed away at a quarter before 11 
o'clock last night. 

“She had been indisposed for about 
days,” said Mr. Farlow’s state- 
ment, “but had been up and dressed, 
and as late as Thursday . transacted 
some business with one of the officials 
of the Christian Science church, she 
took her daily afternoon drive until 
two days before her going. Saturday 
night she fell quietly asleep, and those 
around her could at first hardly realize 
that she had gone. Her thought was 
clear until the last, and she left no 
final message. 4 

“ “You. may be looking to see mein my 
accustomed place with you, but this 
you must no longer expect. When f 
retired from the field of labor it was 
a departure, socially, publicly § ane 
finally, from the routing and such ma- 
terial modes as society and our socle- 
ties’ demand. Rumors are rumors— 
nothing more. [I am still with you on 
the field of battle, taking forward 
march, broader and higher views, and 
with the hope that you will follow. 

“*All our thoughts should be given 
to the absolute demonstration ofr 
Christian Science. You can well at- 
ford to give me up, since you have 
in my last revised edition of science 
and health your teacher and guide.’ 

“No physician was in attendance, 
but she had the assistance of the 
students who comprised her household, 
With her at the time of her depart- 
ure were Mr. Alfred Frey, Miss Laura 
Sargent. Mrs. Ella H. Rathvone, Rev. 
Irving Tomlinson, her corresponding 
secretary, William Rathvone, and her 
secretary, Adam H. Dickey. 

“No arrangements regarding the 
time or the place of her burial have 
yet been decided upon. It is well 
known to her household that she be- 
lieved in simplicity on such occasions, 
and in compliance with this knowledge 
it is expected that the service will be 
private and of a simple nature, con- 
sisting probably of prayer and read- 
ings from the Bible, with some brief 
selections from the Christian Science 
text-book. Only her relatives, her 
household and the officials of the 
church are expected to be in attend- 
ance.

London, ‘December 4.—Although. the} 


pellings in the general election’ Satur+* 
day indicate that the next pariiament 
will be similar in complexion to.that 
of the dissolved house, and both sides 
late tonight professed to be pleased 
with the result of the first day’s con- 
tests, a careful analysis of the figures 
in the political clubs appeared to give 
greatest satisfaction to the liberals.

The Burial of Mrs. Eddy. 

The routine service, which closes 
with a hymn, the reading of the scien- 
tific statement of being, and the beme- 
diction, was strictly followed, but just 
before the benediction Judge Smith 
changed the usual form by saying: 

“FE shall now read part of letter, 
written by our reverend leader and re- 
printed on page 35 of ‘Miscellaneous 
Writings.’ 

“My beloved students: 

“Although these lines,” said Judge 
Smith, “were written years ago, yet 
they ane true today and will continue 
to be’ true. But, it becomes my duty 
to announce that Mrs. Eddy passed 
from our sight last night at a quarter 
before 11 o’clock, at her home on 
Chestnut Hill.” 

The greater part of the congregation 
left their seats in silence. There were 
no words of sorrow, although many a 
tear washel. The strains of the Re- 
cessional on the great organ were as 
joyous as ever. 

Future Leadership. 

The question of future leadership 
was referred to with great reserve by 
the leaders and others. Those who ex- 
pressed a view said there would be 
no change in the methods of carrying 
on the work, that Mrs. Eddy’s teaching 
and instruction would be implicity fol- 
lowed and the church that she founded 
would continue to grow in the future 
as it had in the past. It was pointed 
out that with the exception of a few 
routine matters, the actual direction of 
the church work was relinquished to, 
a great degree by Mrs. Eddy some 
years previous to her death, although 
she continued to keep in close touch 
with those to whom she had intrusted 
the work and had a clear understand- 
ing of how it was being performed. 

The notice which was read at the 
morning service of the mother church 
was repeated at the evening service 
to an tnusually large congregation 
and was also read at many other Chris- 
tion Science churches in this section 
of the country. e 

Dr. George L. West, the medical ex- 
aminer who was called to the home of 
Mrs. Eddy, and who filled out the 
death certificate, made the following 
statement tonight: 

“I was called to the home of Mrs. 
Eddy early this morning and arrived 
there in my automobile about 9:30. I 
was met at the door by Calvin A. Frye, 
and others of the household, who di- 
rected me to a. bedchamber on the 
second floor. Here I met Mrs. Sargent. 

“I found the body of a woman of 
about 90 years lying on the bed, her 
hands crossed over her breast. The 
face was somewhat wasted, but kindly 
and in repose. I talked wtth Mr. Frye, 
who said: ‘Mrs. Eddy had been in error 
about a week and passed away very 
quietly.” Mr. Frye described the symp- 
toms ani spoke of an inflammation of 
the chest, which led me to the conclu- 
sion that pneumonia had been the con- 
tributory cause of deatn.” 

Alfred L. Far: », of the publication 
company of the Christian Scientist 
church, and others prominent in the 
mother church, declined tonight to give 
Out anything concerning the last hours 
of Mrs. KMddy beyond the statement 
made public during the- day. 

Mra. Eddy’s Fortune $2,000,000. 

Washington, December 4.—Former 
Senator William E. Chandler, of New 
Hampsnire, who was counsel for the 
children of Mrs. Mary Baker G. Eddy, 
in the litigation over her estate, said 
here tonight that he believed her for- 
tune—nearly $2,000,000—has been 
given to the cause of Christian Science. 

“Mrs. Eddy’s difficulties which her 
son, George W. Glover, and his family 
and with her adopted son, Dr. E. J. 
Foster (Eddy) were, under my direc- 
tion as counsel for them, .adjusted in a 
family settlement in 1909° and “@oubt- 
less all her. djarge estate of nearly 
$2,000,000 has be>n given’te promote 
Christian Science and tne perpetual use 
as a religious ritual of her book, ‘Sci- 
ence and Health and the Key ‘to Scrip- 
ture,’”’ caid Mr. Chandler. 

Glover to Fight for Mother's Property. 

Deadwood, S. D:, Decemner 4.—With 
his daughter Mary and son George W., 
Glover, Jr., Geérge Washington Glover, 
son of Mrs. Mary Baker Glover Eddy, 
left this evening for Boston to attend 
his mother’s funeral, which he believes 
will be heid ‘at Tilton, Nv H. They go 
in answer to summons from a-member 
of Mirs. Eddy’s.housenold, received 
this morning 

Glover is expected to put up a legal 
fight for a share in his mother’s estate. 
To all interviewers he refused to dis- 
cuss the case. He is reputed to have 
received a quarter of a million dollars 
in trust two years ago in return for 
agreeing not to contest the estate 
New York Receives the News of Mrs, 

Eddy’s Death. 

New York, December 4.—No mention 
of Mrs. Eddy’s death was made here 
this morning at any of the Christian 
Science churches, because no word of 
it had been received. Subsequently, 
when informed by the Associated Press 
of the loss of the denomination’s lead- 
er, Virgil O. Strickler, first reader of 
the First Church of Chrigt, Scientist, 
Said that he would have nothing to 
sayy beyond an official announcement 
to be made at the clase of evening 
services in the First church here. 

Eugene R. Cox, chairman of the pub- 
lication committee of the Church of 
Christ, Scientist, for the state of New 
York, and also a member of the First 
church, gave out a statement, how- 
ever. . 

Mrs. Augusta Stetson; the former 
first reader, recently excommunicated 
by the First church in this city, after 
her teachers’ license had been with- 
drawn by the mother church, begged 
to be excused from granting an inter- 
view “at this momentous hour.” 

The statement given out by Mr. Cox 
for the twelve Christian Science 
churches in this city and for all other 
churches and societies in the state fol- 
lows: 

“Mrs. Eddy’s whole teaching - has 
been that of individual responsibility: 
the responsibility of deeds more thaa 
words; the responsibility of right 
thinking, which means righteousness: 
the responsibility of doing right, ani 
the fact that to 4o this we must ‘have 
that mind in us which was also in 
Jesus Christ.’ 

Effect of Leader's Death. 

“In proportion as Christian Scien- 
tists assume these responsibilities now 
they honor Mrg. Eddy. All her writ- 
ings have directed ug to follow prin- 
ciple, net personality, and as this ix 
done, the cause so wonderfully estab- 


most famous: of the world’s mental 
healers, : 

Mrs. Eddy, who was then Mrs. Pat- 
terson, dwelt long under the influence 
of Quinby’s mesmeric belief, and it 
came to have @ great, though not su- 
preme, weight in her subsequent 
teachings. Later she denounced Quin- 
by’s methods, and said: 

“I discovered the science of mind 
reading and that was enough.” 

After spending two years in Port- 
land, Mrs. Patterson rejoined her hus- 
band in Lynn, where she lived five 
years, continuing her study of meta- 
physics, While there, she suffered a 
fall on the ice which the doctor said 
was severe, but from which ge recov- 
ered, she said, in one night. It was 
this incident that led directly to the 
promulgation of her discovery of 
Christian Science. 
Meceg for Christian Science Pilgrims. 

The little house on Broad street in 
Lynn, where she lived at this time, is 
a Mecca of Christian Science pilgrims 
from all over the world today. It was 
in 1875, nine years after the discov- 
ery, that the first edition of “Science 
and Health” was published. 

In 1877, four years after her separa- 
tion from Mr. Patterson, the founder 
of the new belief was married to Asa 
Gilbert Eddy. In the interval: she had 
been admitted into the Congregational 
denomination and baptized. 

Mrs. Eddy established the Massachu- 
setts MethaphySical College in Boston 
in 1881. Her teachings were taken 
up and accepted at first by a few fol- 
lowers, and as time went on by a 
larger and larger number, until 
denomination today extends to many 
lands and numbers millions of adher- 
ents. Mrs. Eddy began preaching in 
1878, and organized the First Church 
of Christ, Scientist, in Boston, in 1879. 
Subsequently a large edifice was erect- 
ed here, of which she was made pas- 
tor emeritus. 

Mrs, Eddy took up her residence in 
Concord in 1889. 

Mrs. Eddy took up her residence at 
Chestnut Hill, Newton, in a large 
stone house, in 1908, ang there her 
last days were spent. For the past 
three years she lived a quiet, peace- 
ful life, much of it a seeming mo- 
notony, which her friends said was 
consumed mostly in constant study. 

Mrs. Eddy’s literary efforts were al- 
most wholly in prose, but her poems 
have been set to music as hymns anil 
are sung at all Christian Science meet- 
ings.

‘ More informally, but with permis- 
sion to publish, Mr. Cox discussed the 
effect that Mrs. Eddy’s death wil] have 
on the future of the church through- 
Out the country. 

“Mrs. Eddy,’’ he said, “never preached 
that there is no material death, al- 
though she had predicteg the ultimate 
conquest of death in times to come, 
and there need be no difficulty in the 
minds of Christian Scientists in recon- 
ciling the physica] fact of her deati 
with their disbelief in death itself. 

“In her book, ‘The Unity of Good,’ 
Mrs. Eddy has written: “This genera- 
tion seems too material, for any strong 
demonstration over death, and hence 
cannot bring out the infinite reality 
of life—namely, there is no death.’ 

“The church of Christian Sctentists 
in this city and elsewhere will run on 
smoothly of its own momentum. Mrs. 
Eddy gave it such an impulse and 
placed it on such an enduring basis 
that it can adequately guide itself. 


Mrs. Eddy Has No Succession. 


“There can be no question of who 
is to succeed Mrs. Eddy. She can have 
no successor. Christian Scientists the 
world over universally regarded her 
as the discoverer and founder of the 
religion she taught and” there cannot 
be two founders of a religion. 

“Since June 3, 1901, when the letter 
read today by Judge Smith in the 
mother church, was first read to a 
Christian Scientist congregation, Mrs. 
Eddy has occu! .eg the position of pas- 
tor emeritus of the mother church, a 
position which draws no salary.”’ 

Prominent members of the First 
church here had no estimates of what 
Mrs, Eddy’s fortune would amount to, 
but they thought it possible that the 
bulk of it might go to the mother 
Church, Her income, tney say, had 
been wholly from the royalties of her 
own writings. The income of the 
Church, they said, was drawn from the 
receipts of the official church publica- 
tions. Mr. Cox estimareq that there 
were 1,200 Christian Sclence churches 
and societies in the United States. 

Mrs. Stetson was at one time one of 
the most influential members of the 
church here, a close personal friend to 
Mrs. Eddy and was often spoken of as 
her possible successor. A stream of 
messages and callers went into the 
Stetson home, next door to the First 
church, today, but to al; not in her 
confidence, her maid brougnt word that 
Mrs. Stetson was “excessively occu- 
pied.” 

The findings against Mrs. Stetson by 
the board of directors of the mother 


‘ehurch, on the strength of which she 


was subsequently excommunicated by 
her OWn church, are as follows:

3 Theat a considerable number of 
the witnesses whose testimony the di- 
rectors | have heard, exhibit as Mrs 
Stetson’s teachings, an erroneous sense 
of Christian Science in relation to hu- 
man needs and conditions. 

3. That Mrs. Stetson endeavors to 
ead - i hag Ss over her students 
thie ends to hinder 
Spiritual growth. or Ores ae 

4. That Mrs. Stetson endeavors 
obtrude herself upon the attention 2 
her students in such a manner as to 
turn their attention away from di- 
vine rights. s 

5. That Mrs. Stetson practices ana 
teaches pretended Christian Science 
contrary to the statement thereof in 
Science and Health with Key to the 
Scriptures, particularly by 
persons Without their consent or re- 
quest, and by teaching a select body 
of her students to do likewise. 

6. That Mrs. Stetson has so strayea 
from the right way as not to be fit to, 
the work of a teacher of Christian 


Science. 

7. That Mrs. Stetson attempts to 
control and injure persons by mental! 
means, which is utterly contrary to 
the teachings of Christian Science. 

“For these reasons the directors re-/ 
moved Mrs. Stetson’s card a sa prac- 
titioner and teacher from the Christian 
Science journal, revoked her license 
or authority to teach Christian Sci-, 
forbade her to undertake the 
work of a Christian Science teacher 
until her fitness for such work shoulda 
be proved and be decided, and admon- 
ished her concerning the things thus 
pointed out by the directors.”

With this end in view, several notable jurists have been put 
forward. Judge George ‘Gray, of Delaware; Judge Alton B. Parker, 
of New York; Hon. Edgar H. Farrar, of New Orleans, are among 
those suggested for elevation to this conspicuous honor. 

‘Mr. Farrar has for a number of years been the acknowledged 
leader of the New Orleans bar. He was recently chosen president 
oft the American Bar Association, in recognition of his distinguished 
legal attainments. Of him it has been said that “in personal ap- 
pearance he is as imposing as Webster; in learning, as remarkable 
as Judah P. Benjamin.” 

Judge Parker was instantly nominated by his friends in New 
York for the senatorship, following democratic success in the state, 
but has declined the honor. That he would decline appointment to 
the supreme court is not so certain. : 

As chief justice of the state of New York, Judge Parker estab- 
lished a national reputation as an able jurist and a man thoroughly 
familiar with the great legal problems involved in the issues of the 
day. He is in the meridian of his mental and physical activities, and 
has also been honored by the lawyers of America by selection as 
president of the National Bar Association. 

Judge George Gray, of Delaware, is more advanced in years 
than either of the others, but his career on the bench, and as United 
States circuit judge of the third judicial circuit; his work as a 
member of the joint high commission of Quebec in 1898, and as a 
member of the permanent court of arbitration under The Hague 
Convention, entitle him to rank among the ablest lawyers of the 
day. But Judge Gray is 70, and, therefore, past consideration.

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RED CROSS CHRISTMAS SEALS. 


The little Red Cross seals have made their appearance in 
Atlanta. 

From now until January 1 thousands of letters will daily go 
through the postoffice bearing these little messengers of good-will 
and reminders of a great work. : 

December 1 marked the actual opening of the campaign for 
the season of 1910. It is expected to establish a new record of sales. 

Last year 25,000,000 seals, or Christmas stickers, were,sold in 
the United States. That record is expected to be doubled or quad- 
rupled this year. Atlanta should use 100,000. 

The battle cry of the national association directing this cam- 
paign is, “A million for tuberculosis from the Red Cross seals.” 

In spite of the widespread fight against tuberculosis, and the 
vast sums being spent in the study and prevention of the disease, 
it is estimated that there are 250,000 tubercular patients who are 
constantly without proper institutional treatment. 

The proceeds of the sale of a half million seals in Brooklyn, 


N. Y., last year made possible the operation of a day camp through- 


out the summer on the ferryboat Susquehanna, where Ioo patients 
were daily given wholesome food and a fresh air outing, 

The expenditure of public moneys for the treatment of tuber- 
culosis has more than doubled within the past year, according to a 
bulletin of the National Association for the Study and Prevention 
of Tuberculosis. The campaign of education has borne splendid 
fruit throughout the country. 

Sixteen state sanatoria, twenty-eight county hospitals, and 
twenty-one municipal hospitals is the record for the year. The 
number of county and municipal institutions has increased to 
eighty. The total public expenditures in the past two years for 
fighting this one plague is put at $6,000,000. : 

What the disease has cost individuals in illness, loss of wages, 
and expense of treatment is, of course, beyond computation. 

With all that has been done not one-tenth of the public pro- 
vision for the care of tuberculosis that is needed has been made.

PENSIONS FOR STEEL TRUST EMPLOYEES. 


Simultaneously with the announcement a few days ago that 
the price of steel would not be cut, but would be maintained at 
present quotations, came the report from Judge Elbert H. Gary 
that the United States Steel Corporation would pay old-age pen- 
sions after January I, IQII. 

There is no tangible connection between the two facts. but 
undoubtedly popular approval of the latter act was expected to go 
far in combating disappointment over the former. 

The steel trust has a pension fund of $8,000,000. The Carnegie 
fund, established by the noted ironmaster, amounts to an additional 
$4,000,000, making a total sum available for old-age pensions of 
$12,000,000. : : 

No pensions of more than $1,200 will be granted, and none of 
less than $12 a month. The pay received during the last ten years 
of service will determine the amount of the pension to be received 
on retirement. 

Under the plan worked out there will be three classes of pen- 
sioners. Compulsory retirement at 70. for men and 60 for women 
will be required, and retirement on request for men and women 
who have reached the ages of 60 and 50, respectively, and been 
twenty years in the service. :

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A MAIL BOX AT YOUR FRONT DOOR. 


Local postoffice officials report that Atlantans are taking kind- 
to the recent suggestion of the postoffice department relative 
mail boxes at the front doors of residences. 

While the innovation is not obligatory, the postal authorities 
argue that the general installation of letter boxes at city residences 
would militate to the convenience both of the letter carrier and the 
patron. 

In the first place, the time consumed while the carrier waits 
at the front door after he has rung the bell would ‘be taken up. 
That change would, of course, facilitate the work of the carrier and 
insure earlier receipt of mail by patrons along each route. 

The mail box at your door would also mean time saved for 
yourself in answering the door bell, as well as lessening of risks 
of lost letters, due now to the custom of sticking mail beneath 
front doors if the carrier can get no response to repeated ringing.

THE INDUSTRIAL CONSTITUTION 


(From The Nashville Tennessean.) 

Sunday's Atlanta Constitution was a/' 
“Southern Prosperity Number,” and a 
more suggestive issue was never sent 
out by a newspaper in any section of 
the country. It contained 102 pages, 
and fully sets forth the resources and 
possibilities of the south. 

Many thoughtful articles were print- 
ed from men of national reputation, 
but nothing in the issue impressed us 
so strongly as an article on “Duty of 
Southern Landowners,” from which 
this ewtract is taken: 

The southern man has too much 
land. He lacks working capital, be- 
cause he has too uch land. He is 
land-poor, largely cause heretofore 
there have been no purchasers. But 
the men of the east and the north and 
the middle west are waking up. Con- 
fronted by the exigencies of a harsh 
climate and high-priced lands, they 
are beginning to look toward the sun- 
ny and productive fields of the mild 
and genial south. 

What, then, is the duty of these 
southern landowners? It is too clear to 
need argument. He must get himself 
in line with the great development 
now imminent, and sell a part of these 
lands at fair prices. We-would be the 
last to urge upon him that it is his 
duty to sell these lands for an in- 
significant price. They have too posi- 
tive a value for this; but he can well 
afford to sell lands that have cost him 
one, or two, or three, or five dollars an 
}acre for ten to thirty dollars an acre, 
and even fifty dollars would not be ex- 
cessive for the better lands which 
can produce such marvelous crops. 

It is within the power of the land- 
owners of the south to bring to this 


| Section in the next five years 1,000,000 


good farmers; and such an influx 
would make every acre of tillable land 
in this section worth one hundred dol- 
lars. Isn't that worth while? 

Let’s again figure a little. All men 
who know anything, know that the 
time has come for a more intensive 
farming—for a better agriculture. But 
intensive farming calls for working 
capital. The intensive farmer, like 
the merchant, or the manufacturer. or 
the banker, must have a working capi- 
tal. He cannot depend altogether on 
credit, as has been too much the case. 
Let us suppose that he has 500 acres 
of land, partly in cultivation; and that 
as things go in the ‘south, this land is 
nominally valued at $25 an acre—that 
is $12,500. Now, if he will get into 
the swim in this great movement that 
is just beginning, he can sell 400 acres 
of this land for $12,000 in’ money, 
and put upon it four. good farm- 
ers. He now has -a working capi- 
tal of $12,000; and he has ieft 
100 acres of. land which wil). be 
worth, the moment that he has sur- 
rounded himself with these other four 
good farmers, $100 an acre, or $10,000. 
He has practically doubled his fortune 
at a stroke. But he has done more 
than that—he has provided himseif 
with a working capital which will en- 
able him to work his remaining acres 
in the most scientific fashion; adopt 
the most improved methods of cultiva- 
tion, and produce from his hundred 
acres four times the income that he 


previously received from the whole 5600 
acres, 


The great development of the south 
lies along agricultural lines. Its lands 
must be made to produce. Farmers 
must be encouraged to locate here, 
and The Constitution points the way 
to turn idle acres into dollars and en- 
hance the value of southern farms.

Report on Temperance. 

The report of the committee on tem- 
perance and other moral and social 
reforms follows: 

“Your committee has carefully con- 
sidered the various matters submitted 
to it and report as follows: 

“1. After reading carefully the pa- 
pers from the Sunday League of Amer- 
ica, we commend the following: 
‘Whereas, Our last general conference

He 
that Dr. Stephens, tn the last 
school he had examined, had found 
over 75 per cent of the children de- 
fective and this percentage, he thought, 
was the average throughout the sys- 
tam. : 

The board was mucn tmpressed by 
these facts and called the attention 
of. the financial committee to the 
matter. Salaries for these positions 
will most probably be inctuded in next 
year's budget. 

Of Supreme Importance. 

G. Y. Pierce, member from the 
said that ne considered 
the physical examination of school 
children of supreme importance. “We 
must teach these children the proper 
care of their bodies,” he said, “and 
put them in good physical condition 
before they will be ready to get any 
benefits from their lessons.” 

Dr. Stephens is especially desirous 
of having an assistant appointed and 
thinks that such a step would make 
the present system mucn more effica- 
cious. 

“In most of the large cfties,’’ said he, 
“there is a large corps of doctors 
which make examinations of all the 
schools every morning. In Atlanta, 
under the present system, it is possible 
to make the circuit of the schools but 
once in about two ane a half years. 
Of course the former system is what 
we would like to have nere, but since 
we cannot have that we surely ought 
to have a syestem by wnich all the 
children could ,be examined at least 
once every year. With an assistant 
and two additional nurses we shall 
be able to do that.” 

Dr. Stephens then showed that out of 
the 2,166 children examined during his 
administration, 1,652 of them were de- 
fective. ;

a serious nature. Take the teeth, for 
instance, of which there were 1,372 
cases. Most authorities agree that de- 
cayed teeth are one of the greatest 
sources of tuberculosis. In addition 
to that they are sure to spoil the di- 
gestion and undermine the general 
health. ; 

Adenoids, in addition to being trou- 
blesome of themselves, frequently have 
the effeet of making the child dull 
and apparently stpuid. I know of many 
a case where many a backward child, 
after an operation to remove these 
growths, has forged to the front of 
his class. Poor eyesight is also a 
frequent cause of dullness, which can 
be remedied by prescribing glasses, 

Defects of the Children. 


Dr. Stephens then gave the follow- 
ing list of defects that he had found 
in his examinations: Malnutrition, 50 
cases; anaemia 28, swollen glands 192, 
heart trouble 11, lung trouble 9, skin 
affections 42, eye trouble 189, nervoug 
affections 6, bad teeth 1,372, enlarged 
tonsils 375, adenoids 257, ear trouble 
8, bone deformities 11. 

To aid him in his work Dr. Ste- 
phens has three women assistants, Miss 
Annie McDonald, Miss Alice Hentz and 
Miss Elizabeth McLaughlin. The meth- 
od of procedure is as follows: 

After notifying the principal lof a 
school that he intends to examine the 
children under her, he takes two of 
his assistants, and, selecting a room in 
the building for his work, he begins 
with the eighth grade and works 
through the school. The children are 
taken into the room in squads of five, 
and each one is given a thorough ex- 
amination, and a record of the result 
kept by means of a card system, If 
is found to be defective, a 
card is sent to its parents, telling 
them to consult a physician, dentist or 
oculist, as the case may be. Another 
ecard is given the child for the doctor 
to sign, stating that the case has been 
given attention, and the child is asked 
to return this to the principal. 

About 50 per cent of these cards, 
showing that the child has received 
the necessary attention, are returned 
to the principals. If, however, after a 
wait of two weeks, the card is not re- 
turned, the case is turned over to the 
nurses, and what is perhaps the most 
important phase of the work begins. 

Exercising the greatest diplomacy, 
the nurse visits the child’s parents and 
impresses them with the importance of 
putting the child under a doctor's care. 
If the parents are unable to pay for 
medical assistance, the nurse  per- 
suades them to allow her to take the 
child to one off the various good clinics 
in the city. In this way the majority 
of the cases are attended to, and hun- 
dreds of little ones are saved years of 
suffering and disappointment. 

Suggestion and Adviee. 

The whole system is one of sugges- 
tioms and advice. There is nothing 
compulsory about it except in cases of 
contagious or infectious diseases. In 
the latter case the child is, of course, 
compelled to leave school until there 
is no longer any danger. In many in- 
stances cases of diphtheria or other 
dangerous diseases have been discov- 
ered and fsolated by the medical ex- 
aminer, thus preventing what might 
have been a widespread epidemic. 

The work of Dr. Stephens is not in 
the nature of a positive diagnosis.

Statistics show, however, 
that over 90 per cent of Dr. Stephens’ 
tentative diagnoses have been borne 
out by subsequent examinations. 

In the past four months Dr. Stephens 
has examined the children in - nine 
schools, the m&jority of which have a 
lower attendance than the average 
which exists in the whole system. “As 
there are about fifty schools in At- 
lanta,” said the doctor, “you can see 
what’a length of time it takes to go 
over them all. I shall not be able this 
year to examine a single school that 
was previously examined by my prede- 
cessor, Dr. Roberts. When I finally 
strike that part of the circuit over 
which he has already gone, I expect 
that I shall find a much smaller per- 
centage of defects. But the time 
elapsing between visits is much too 
long, and we certainly need the help 
of another doctor,’ concluded Dr. Ste-

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SOMETHING ABOUT THERMOME- 


TERS. 


I am aware that thermometers are 
not so cOmmon in the homes of the 
farmers as are tin dippers and coffee 
pots, but that is not saying that farm- 
er can get along just as well without 
one of these simple instruments, be- 
cause he can’t. The possession of a 
good thermometer is not only a source 
of much satisfaction, but may also 
often prove a valuable help, in some 
of the operations of the farmer, to 
say nothing of the valuable service 
and satisfaction afforded by a rain- 
guage. 

But there are thermometers and 
thermometers, some of them not being 
worth a nail on which to hang it, 
while others—-even inexpensive ones— 
are fairly accurate and reliable. The 
ordinary ornamental, work table or 
desk style are usually worth ‘just what 
they are worth as mere ornaments, or 
birthday gifts. The 25-cent or 50- 
cent japanned tin style is sometimes 
pretty good, being usually not more 
than one or two degrees wide of the 
truth; but most of them are quite 
out of the way. They may mark very 
correctiy the freezing point-—-32 de- 
grees, Fahrenheit scale, because al! 
thermometers are supposed to be test- 
ed for that particular point, the test 
is easily made by anyone, as follows: 
Hiave a large dipper or other vessel. 
partly filled with water of ordinary 
temperature. Drop into the water a 
few handfuls of cracked ice or snow. 
The effect will be to reduce the tem- 
perature of the water to a eertain 
point below which it cannot be low- 
ered by the further melting of the 
ice, nor warmer by applying heat. so 
long as there is still ice in the water. 
This points (32 degrees) is called the 
“freezing point” of water, or. more 
correctly, the melting point of ice. 

if instead of ice and snow an intimate 
mixture of about one-third cracked 
ice or snow and two-thirds coarse salt 
he employed the temperature will be 
reduced from the freezing point to 
o. degrees below and this point is 
called zero, because it was supposed 
to be the lowest that might be pro- 
duced artificially. Hence, this was as- 
Sumed as the beginning point of the 
scale, and 32 was adopted as the freez- 
ing point. The next fixed. point is 
212 degrees, which ‘s the temperature 
at which pure water boils at sea level. 
At an elevation of 1,000 feet above 
the sea, say at Atlanta or Griffin. wa- 
ter boils at about 210 degrees. So it 
is a fact that it requires a little long- 
er time to cook an egg to a certain 
hardness by boiling in water in At- 
lanta than it requires in Savannah. 

The test of the boiling point. how- 
ever,.cannot be accurately made excen. 
by an apparatus designed expressly 
for the purpose. 

There are a number of ways in 
which the housekeeper may find 4 
thermometer useful, say in cooking. to 
find the temperature of the baking 
oven; and some modern ranges have a 
thermometer attached for that pur- 
pose. It is very useful in the milk 
room, Or dairy, especially in churning. 
It finds its use in the sick room. as 
wel] as in sitting room and other 
rooms, in regulating the temperature. 

It may be used to some extent tu 
forecast the temperature some hours 
ahead. In order to use the thermo- 
meter for this purpose it should be 
known that the daily range of tem- 
perature, on fair or ciear days, is 
about 20 degrees when the weather 1s 
“settied,”’ or normal. This means that 
when the weather is stationary the 
difference (or range) between the 
highest point reached during the day 
and the lowest point reached durins 
the preceding or the following nighr 
iz about 20 degrees. The highest point 
(“maximum’’) is usually reached at 
about 2 o'clock, or a little before. 
Now, 20 degrees lacks only 4 of being 
24—-the number of hours in the day. 
So the daily range of 20 degrees from 
the minimum—say at 5 a. m., to the 
maximum at about 2 p. m., must oc- 
cur in about 9 hours—all day light 
and sunlight; while the daily range 
of 20 degrees from about 2 p. m. to tis 
minimum at about 5 or 6 a. mM. musi 
eccur in about 15 or 16 hours. 

Now, then: If the thermoniete: 
reaches 4 maximum of 50 degrees at 
about 2 p. m., we may expect—the 
weather being stationary—that it will 
drop to about 30 degrees next morn- 
ing. Long observation has taught me 
that this drop from the maximum wil! 
be at the rate of about 1% degrees 
per hour during the remaining hours 
of daylight and about one degree per 
hour during the night. So, if at » 
o'clock at night the thermometer has 
not receded from its maximum of 50 
degrees at 2 p. m., more than 10 de- 
grees-—or down to below 40 degrees, 
we.mav very confidently expect thar 
the _mi#@’mum will not be lower than 
about 32 degrees and the tempera- 
ture, although at freezing point, is ou 
the rise and the weather is ‘“mod- 
erating.’ This expectation will be 
confirmed if the temperature’ long 
about 12 to 2 p.m., shall go to 52 or 53. 

On the other hand, if the maximum 
be 50 degrees and rne mercury shall 
fall te below 35 by 9 p. m., We may be 
pretty sure that it will fall at least 9 
degrees during the night, or down to 
25 or 26 degrees by morning-——a total 
range of 24 or 25 degrees, and it will 
probably be still lower 24 hours later. 
This would be determined by the 
height of the mercury at 12 to 2 p. m. 
If it does not climb up at least 20 de- 
grees, We may fairly conclude that the 
second morning will be colder than the 
first. 1 have many times, when on my 
farm, been guided by such observa- 
tions in determining Whether “to kill 
or not to kill” hogs. 

I long ago found out by careful ex- 
periment that the temperature of the 
water for “scaiding’” hogs should be 
maintained at from 155 to 165, say 160 
degrees, and this may be easily done 
by having at hand a barrel of cold 
water with which to temper the water, 
when too hot, down to 160. 

The uses of a thermometer in a bath 
room are two obvious to be detailed. It 
may also be used to determine who's 
well or spring—the oft-debated ques- 
tion—supplies the coldest water, yours 
or any One of a half dozen contending 
neighbors. R. J. REDDING.

CORN CULTURE. 

D. H. Nevin, Moundville, Ala.—I have 
about four acres of stiff, gray land 
that will make about two bales of cot- 
ton to the acre, with 300 pounds ef 
commercial fertilizer. The land was 
in cotton this year. I want to plant it 
in corn next year. How can I increase 
Would you subsoil this 
winter? 

Answer—TI would subsoil the land at 
once, or before the subsoil (clay) shall 
have become so sogged by the winter 
rains that suvsoiling might be of lit- 
tle or no benefit, if not actual harm. 
Land that would make no more than 
half a bale of cotton with 300 pounds 
ef fertiliber means but ordinary soil, 


and it would be risky indeed to apply 


very large quantities of concentrated 
er commercial] fertilizers. If you can 
apply 4 or 5 tons of stable manure per 
acre and plow it under when you plow 
the land the first time, it would prove 
a great help towards preventing in- 
jury from drouth. The earlier the 
plowing shall be done and the manure

LIME AS A FERTILIZER. 

J. Colin Smith, Bellville, Ga.— 
Would like to Wave your advice rela- 
lime as 
a fertilizer. Have twelve-acre. field 
sandy loam, clay subsoil, not very 
well drained, subject to light attacks 
of black root in small spots, will make 
bale cotton to acre with 400 fertilizer. 
Do you think lime would be beneficial 
to this field? Is lime good for 
root? Will it prevent rust or shed- 
ding of cotton? What amount should 
be applied, and when? Method of ap- 
plication? Is oyster shell lime O, K.? 

Answer: The sellers of “Agricul- 
tural Lime’’—under that namé—us- 
ually claim a considerable content of 
potash, which, if actually present, 
would give it assumed value as 4 
But lime itself 1s 
not in the ordinary sense a “fertilizer,” 
although it often acts favorabdly on 
soils that contain plenty of humus, 
and on soils that are sour. On the 
whole, it is -of doubtful utility on 
ordinary soils, and it symetimes acts 
injuriously. Moreover, the pric otf 
lime in most parts of the south-—in- 
cluding freights—is prohibitory of its 
use, except possibly on soils particu- 
larly needing it because of too much 
acidity I certainly would not use it 
extensively, but only in an expert- 
mental way, carefully noting results. 
Lime has no specific effect in prevent- 
ing black root, or rust, or shedding.

FERTILIZING WHEAT. 

W. E. Stowe, Newborn, Ga.—lI have 
just finished sowing wheat, on stubble 
land, from which I cut oats this year, 
following the oats with sorghum and 
peas.. Summer being dry, pea vines 
made poor growth, about 18 inches. 
These were turned under after being 
killed by frost. Not having any sta- 
ble manure, I ask your advice as to 
use of commercial fertilizer. Land is 
gray, with good clay subsoil, a por- 
tion. of it ‘“‘made land.” Properly cul- 
tivated would make about 1,000 
pounds seed cotton per acre. Want 
to apply nitrate of soda next spring. 

1. Would you advise top-dressing 
with commercial fertilizer now or 
early after January 1, 1911? 

2. How much would you 
using. 

Answer—Had you written me before 
sowing your wheat I would have ad- 
vised you to fertilize liberally at sow-. 
ing, even if you had made a good crop 
of cowpeas. The latter added only 
nitrogen to the soil and the addition 
of nitrogen would have made it still 
more necessary to apply phosphoric 
acid and potash in water to secure a 
good yield. Of course, you gathered 
what peas were made. One ought not 
to turn under a crop of peavines, but 
they should be converted into hay 
which would be worth more as animal 
food than as a fertilizer. 

I would at once harrow in 400 or 
500 pounds of a good 8—2—2 guano 
per acre and top-dress next March 
with 75 or 100 pounds of nitrate of 
soda. Do not defer it a day longer 
than necessary. Wheat and oats should 
receive all of the phosphoric acid and 
potash intended at the time of sowing, 
and about one-half or two-thirds of 
the nigtrogen (blood of coiton meal) 
at same time—the remainder as ni- 
trate of soda in the spring.

WH TEWASH RECIPE. 

A. J. Monroe, Morgan, Ga.—Will you 
please send me your recipe for making 
whitewash for outbuildings? An early 
reply will greatly oblige. 

Answer—I have no personal or in- 
dividual recipe for whitewash. The 
following is the United States treasury 
recipe, so often published in Farms 
and Farmers’ department: 

Slack 
with boiling water and keép it cover- 
ed during the process. strain it and 
add one peck of salt, dissolved in 
warm water, 3 pounds of ground rice 
put in boiling water and boiled to a 
thin paste, % pound of Spanish whit- 
ing (powdered) and 1 pound of clear 
glue dissolved in warm water. Mix all 
wel] tegether and let stand for several 
days. Keep the wash thus prepared in 
a portable furnace and when used ap- 
ply as hot as possible, thinning with 
hot water as may be needed. 


INOCULATING LEGUMES. 

John Shanahan, Lawrenceville, Ga.— 
I would like te know if soybean needs 
to be inoculated if planted on land 
that has grown cowpeas? . 

Also, does sweet clover and Japan 
clover need inoculation, as I am think- 
ing of planting some? 

Answer—lI have not found it neces- 
sary to inoculate either soybean, Japan 
clover or sweet clover. I planted soy- 
bean more than forty years ago, which 
was long before we heard of inoculat- 
ing legumes, with entire success and 
have repeatedly done so since. The 
same is true—so far as I know—of the 
other two-plants. They seem to grow 
wherever the seed happens to fall and 
flourish accerding to the productive 
quality of the soil. On thin soils it 
may be that each of them would do 
better the first year if the seeds or 
the ground be ‘first inoculated. Try 
some with and some without inoculat- 
ing and you will then know for your- 
self.

Answer—It is quite probable that 
there is a kind of warty growth, or 
possibly a polypus inside the udder, 
which is suspended loosely by a neck, 
which permits it to change its position 
occasionally. Or it may be a calculus 
(stone). In either case, it will probably 
require a surgical operation in order 
to remove the obstruction, and such 
an operation may be performed by a 
qualified V. S., who may be found in 
the city of Rome. Such an operation 
should be performed when the cow is 
“dry.” (Why not give your full name?)

Because the Portsmouth, Boston,

New Ships Recommended, 


Following the established policy in 
ihe matter of annual naval construc- 
tion, -ihe se - retary recommends the 
au:inorization of two battleships, two 
eclliers, one gunboat, one river gun- 
boat, two sea-going tugs, fur sub- 
marines and one submarine tender. He 
strengly deprecates any break in the! 
established policy because of its evil! 
effect on the shipyards of the coun-| 
try, upon whose maintenance the navy |! 
must depend in time of war. The smal] | 
cruisers and gunboats are becoming’ 
useless through age, and while the de- 
partment desires to minimize expendi- 
tures on such vessels of slight mili- 
iary vaive, a certain number are ab- 
solutely necessary for police duty, sur- 
veying and other work incidental to 
times ci peace 

Twenty years is about the effeetive 
life of a battleship, and even then the 
last ten years of that period should be 
spent in the second line of defense. 
This short life is rather the result of 
evolution in ship design and ordnance 
than of actual decrease in efficiency 
in the ship itself. 

Our flag officers are the oldest in 
the world, and consequently retire 
within a year or two after attaining 
that rank without developing their 
fullest efficiency. Therefore, the sec- 
retary urges strongly the passage of 
the personnel bill now pending before 

which will insure rapidity 
of promotion and the accession to the 
higher grades of the service of a lim- 
ited number of officers especially qual- 
ified. He also requests the creation of 
grades above the present rear admir- 
als so as to conform to foreign nava! 
practice and sound administration. 

Savings in Estimates. 

Secretary Meyer speaks with pride 
of the working of the reorganization 
scheme inaugurated by himself, and 
points to a saving of about $4,000,000 
in the estimates for the next fiscal 
year. Referring to the success of 
Aviator Eugene Ely tn his flight from 
the cruiser Birmingham, the secretary 
says that it appears to be practicable 
also for an aeroplane to board a ship. 
But even if an aerial scout could not 
land on a ship from his aeroplane he 
could be taken aboard from the water 
to make his report and the loss of the 
aeroplane would be of no moment. So 
he requests gan appropriation of $25,- 
000 to continue the aeroOplame experi- 
ments, 

Secretary Meyer refers to the estap- 
lishment of the naval supply account, 
by which seven or more accounts wenfte 
consolidated into one, with great de- 
crease in bookkeeping and knowledge 
of stores. on hand. From being over- 
obligated on March 31, the» condition 
now is that the whole value of the| 
naval supply fund is liquidated and 
available, and the secretary recom- 
mends that its value—$2,700,000—be 
turned into the treasury. This repre- 
sents a saving of that amount, and in 
the future the department will work 
along on the regular appropriations. 


Meyer Lauds Peary. 


The discovery of the North Pole by 
Robert E. Peary, after years of pa-' 
tient and arduous endeavor, is declared 
to be an event which has added to the 
honor and credit of our country. Says 
Secretary Meyer: , “It is fitting that 
the government should recognize the 
value of his services and their success- 
ful termination. If it meets with your 
approval, I recommend that Peary, the 
discoverer of the North Poke, be given 
a commission by legislation as rear 
admiral of the corps of civil engineers 
of the navy, to date from April 6, 1909, 
the date of his discovery of the Pole, 
and that he be retired as of that date 
with the highest retired pay of that 
grade.”
